Multiple records were set at Heritage's recently completed official Long Beach Expo U.S. Coins auction, which realized more 
than $20 million.

Breen-1012, 
W-1790, R.4. Most design detail remains clear on this Chalmers 
shilling. The strike is uneven between 3 and 5 o’clock on the 
obverse and the corresponding area on the reverse, blending the 
motifs somewhat. Still, about 85% to 90% of the legends and 
denticles are present. Smooth silver-gray patina with specks of 
gunmetal patina. Listed on page 53 of the 2018 Guide Book. NGC

1796 C-2, B-2 Half Cent, Good Details 
With Pole Obverse 




3002 1796 With Pole, C-2, B-2, High R.4 — Environmental Damage 
— PCGS Secure Genuine. Good Details. The 1796 half cent 
is easily the rarest circulation strike issue of the denomination 
that was issued from 1793 through 1857. Two die varieties are 
identified by the presence or lack of a pole to the Liberty Cap on 
the obverse. About two dozen examples of the No Pole variety 
exist, and possibly as many as 100 survive of the With Pole variant. 
The typical surviving example is apt to be in low grade, usually 
with moderate to heavy porosity. While the present piece is a 
typical low-grade example, the olive and steel-brown surfaces 
are much more pleasing than usual. Numerous old scratches are 
blended with the surrounding surface and they are only visible with 
a glass. A pleasing representative that will allow the new owner to 
mark off another example from his or her want list. Our EAC grade 
Good 4.

The small berries and doubled T in CENT are diagnostic for the 
Breen-2 variety. The 1852 is the sole proof-only issue from 1850 
to 1857, and since original proof strikings are extremely rare, the 
small berries restrikes are the only readily obtainable examples of 
the date. Well struck except for the upper dentils on each side, this 
attractive near-Gem possesses rich olive-yellow and golden-brown 
patina. The reverse is beautifully preserved, while only the closest 
inspection of the obverse field reveals faint hairlines. Our EAC 
grade PR60.

This Choice 
Fine example is relatively smooth for the issue and grade, with deep 
chocolate-brown surfaces that show scattered light marks and a 
few small planchet voids, as well as a small obverse rim bump at 2 
o’clock. Struck from an advanced die stage as defined by lengthy rim 
cuds above RTY of LIBERTY and MERIC of AMERICA.

EX: Carlyle Luer Collection. A horizontal die bulge in the left 
obverse field gives this variety its name. In his first reference, Early 
American Cents, published in 1949, Dr. Sheldon referred to the 
1793 cents by their Crosby numbers, in this case 7-F: 

“There is always a bulge or convexity on the obverse, 
running from back of the hair to the rim, and this is so 
prominent a hallmark of the 7-F that the variety can be 
recognized at a glance. It is supposed that the die was a 
little ‘sprung,’ or ‘caved,’ and the 7-F has long been known 
as the Sprung Die variety.” 

A few trivial surface anomalies are evident on this highly 
pleasing olive and steel-brown cent. Those marks appear as 
laminations from the time this piece was struck. A glass reveals 
faint granularity on each side of this nicely centered and attractive 
cent.

Although the S-289 is rated Rarity-1, 
it is an elusive variety in higher grades, with only two Mint State 
examples appearing in Del Bland’s Condition Census. This piece 
is likely one of the six or seven finest of the variety. Fully lustrous 
light brown surfaces are virtually flawless with sharp design features.

1856 Flying Eagle Cent

3011 1856 Snow-9 PR64 PCGS. Several hundred proof (or pattern) 
Flying Eagle cents were made in 1856, and delivered to congress 
for approval on the proposed size reduction of the denomination. 
When collectors became aware of these pieces, demand grew 
rapidly, and the Mint struck more of the 1856-dated cents in 
the following few years for direct sale to collectors, with a final 
production total estimated between 1,500 and 2,500 coins. Debate 
continues on whether or not the entire mintage was of proofs, or if 
the restrikes were from regular production dies, but whatever the 
case, any Flying Eagle cent bearing the date 1856 remains highly 
sought-after. 

This near-Gem exhibits rich coppery hues beneath the golden- 
brown patina over each side, with bold design definition and 
excellent surface preservation. A visually appealing example of this 
storied, low-mintage issue.

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3016 1909-S VDB MS66 Red PCGS. An infrequently seen Premium 
Gem Red example of this key Lincoln cent issue, showing sharp 
design elements amid frosty coppery-orange and bronze-gold luster. 
Finer examples are major rarities. The 1909-S VDB is one of the 
most heavily saved early series issues, as its status as a key date was 
established almost immediately. However, in comparison to the 
number of collectors pursuing the issue in high grade, MS66 and finer 
examples in the Red color category are scarce. PCGS lists 15 pieces 
finer than the present coin (2/18).

3013 1886 Type One MS66 Red PCGS. The border legend wraps 
around closer to the date on the Type One 1886 cent. Both varieties 
are elusive in high grade with full Red luster and are major rarities 
at the MS66 Red level. PCGS lists only six examples of each in this 
condition and none finer (2/18). Examples of the 1886 cent in this 
top grade appear at auction so infrequently that it is possible there 
are fewer top-grade pieces known than the certification services 
report. 

This Premium Gem Type One coin displays a touch of gold at 
12 o’clock on each side but is otherwise deep copper-orange and 
cherry-red. The strike is sharp and almost no carbon is visible. A 
major Registry Set opportunity. NGC ID# 228D, PCGS# 2156 


3015 1909-S MS65 Red PCGS. With a mintage of 309,000 coins, the 
1909-S is by far the lowest-mintage issue in the Indian cent series, 
and it is more challenging to acquire in high grade than the 1909-S 
VDB Lincoln cent. This key-date coin displays satiny copper-gold 
luster with some russet accents on the left obverse margin. The top 
three headdress feathers are weak on the tips, as usual, but the coin 
is otherwise well-defined. Housed in an old “rattler” holder. NGC

Due to economic 
difficulties, nearly 10 million unneeded cents were returned to 
the Mint in 1877, most of which were then reissued in place of 
new coinage. The resulting low mintage of the 1877 cent makes 
it the scarcest of all business-strike Indian cent issues, and most 
extant pieces are well-worn. This satiny near-Gem retains much 
of its original coppery luster beneath rich burgundy overtones, and 
the surfaces are free of any noticeable imperfections. Some minor 
softness of strike is seen on the tips of select feathers and on the 
reverse bow, though the overall eye appeal is excellent for this key- 
date issue.

A few microscopic specks in the left 
obverse field are unseen by the naked eye. Only a handful of finer 
full Red coins are known.

The 1914-D is an important key 
date in the Lincoln cent series, and the supply of Mint State pieces 
fails to meet demand. A mix of light brown and sky-blue patination 
adheres to semiglossy surfaces, and is joined by blushes of crimson 
and copper-gold on the reverse. The strike is bold, marks are 
absent, and carbon is limited to an indistinct fingerprint fragment 
in the field above LIBERTY. A truly wonderful specimen that will 
add outstanding quality and appeal to a high-grade Lincoln cent 
collection.

It is interesting to note, however, that while the dies may have 
been prepared prior to this date, Mint records indicate that the 
first Draped Bust Small Eagle half dollars were not delivered by the 
Chief Coiner until February 28, 1797.

Thick designs cannot 
oppose each other on the obverse and reverse because of the need 
to have each side fully strike up with one blow from the press. This 
lesson was learned the hard way by James Longacre with his 1854 
redesign (the Type Two design) of the gold dollar. Die opposition 
and subsequent weak central details caused Longacre to modify 
the coin’s design again in 1856 to the Type Three design. This is a 
high-grade example that displays rich reddish-gold color.

3137 1881 PR66 Cameo PCGS. CAC. With only 500 circulation 
strikes produced, the 1881 three dollar gold piece boasts the lowest 
mintage in the series and is an important key date. High-grade 
survivors of the circulation issue are rare. Equally rare, however, is 
the proof variant. Paul Taglione once wrote (1986): 1881 Proofs 
rank amongst the best preserved of the series and there are some 
really exceptional specimens of this date ... I would dare claim that 
it is distinctly possible (likely?) that there are more high quality 
Proofs known than counterpart business strikes.” This remains true 
strictly in terms of high-grade populations, but it misrepresents the 
availability of the 1881 proof overall. 

The accepted mintage of the proof issue is 54 coins, but this 
was not always known. In the Dr. Wheeler, et al Collection sale 
(5/1937), Thomas Elder stated that “probably not over 15 or 20 
proofs” were struck, which was in line with the perceived rarity of 
the issue at the time. Estimates of the mintage gradually increased 
over time, and the 54'Coin figure began appearing in the 1960s. 
In his Proof Encyclopedia, Walter Breen presented coinage figures 
drawn from Mint records, consisting of 40 pieces issued in gold 
proof sets on February 9th, 10 additional coins delivered in late 
March, and four more in the final quarter — a total of 54 proofs. 

The modern-day availability of this issue is one of more active 
debate. Q. David Bowers, in his 2005 treatise The United States 
Three Dollar Gold Pieces: 1854-1889, estimates the number known 
to be 45 or more pieces. However, in years past, the availability of 
proofs has been skewed by misattribution of prooflike circulation 
strikes. David Akers (1979) wrote: “... deceptive first strikes 
exist that are virtually indistinguishable at first glance from 
actual proofs.” The combined PCGS and NGC certified proof 
population records 76 grading events, which is highly inflated by 
resubmissions. Since our Permanent Auction Archives began in 
1993, we have offered an 1881 proof three dollar piece on only 20 
occasions, including two appearances of an impaired coin. In our 
experience, this issue is significantly rarer than Bowers’ estimate of 
at least 45 coins suggests. 

The Premium Gem offered here is among the finer 1881 proofs 
known and is tied for the finest example that we have seen. It is 
the only PR66 coin that we have ever handled in a PCGS holder, 
and it has been more than 13 years since its last offering. The only 
semi-recent appearance of a comparable Cameo proof is a PR66 
Cameo NGC coin in lot 5844 of the FUN Signature Auction 
(Heritage, 1/2013), which realized $47,000. This CAC-approved 
PCGS coin has the potential to set a new price record. The bright 
surfaces display orange-gold color and are impeccably preserved. 
The cameo contrast is outstanding, the devices appearing to float 
atop liquidlike fields. The strike is full, and eye appeal is seemingly 
unsurpassable.

A popular S Over D variety with the 
final S in STATES punched over an errant D — this blundered 
reverse was used for two of the 12 different 1795 Small Eagle 
varieties. Both BD-6 dies show curious linear die gouges periodically 
around the borders, and in this state some light peripheral die 
cracks. Collectively, the 1795 half eagle was the first gold coin 
struck by the infant Philadelphia Mint, after a coinage impediment 
was alleviated. The Mint Act of April 2, 1792 required an excessive 
surety bond for Mint officers, and those best suited for the job 
of assayer and coiner were unable to post the bond. The Mint 
Act required a $10,000 bond be posted by officers whose annual 
salary was only $1,500. On February 8, 1794, David Rittenhouse 
wrote to Congress that “a man’s ability to give security depends 
much on accidental circumstances, little connected with either his 
qualifications or his moral character.” 

Gold coinage began in July 1795. Moses Brown of Massachusetts 
made the first deposit of gold on February 12, 1795, providing 128 
ounces. The first delivery of half eagles consisted of 744 coins that 
the Chief Coiner delivered to the Mint Treasurer for distribution. 
Given the number of die pairs used, it is likely that 1795-dated 
Small Eagle fives were coined into 1796. 

This pleasing Choice AU BD-6 coin exhibits bright yellow-gold 
color with hints of reflectivity in the fields, especially near the 
borders. Both sides are lightly marked as expected, but there are no 
significant abrasions. A splendid piece, this important half eagle 
will make a nice addition to a specialized variety collection, or a 
date or type set.

Mint since 1916 (at San Francisco). The 1929 mintage would 
be the last hurrah for the denomination, as the stock market 
crash of 1929 ushered in the Great Depression, and there was 
little demand for gold coins in the devastated economy. Most of 
the coins were never released into circulation and remained in 
government custody until the Gold Recall of 1933. The bulk of the 
large mintage was later melted and stored as gold bars at the Fort 
Knox Bullion Depository. 

The 1929 Indian half eagle is a key issue in the series today. 
PCGS and NGC have combined to certify a total of 579 examples 
in all grades, ranging from XF40 through MS65. Although most 
survivors are in Mint State grades, the 1929 is very rare in MS65 
condition and no finer coins have been certified at either of the 
leading grading services (2/18), making this Plus-graded Choice 
example a good balance of value versus quality. The 1929 has 
always been a collector favorite and examples began appearing at 
auction at least as early as lot 1290 of the Carter-Dykstra-Street 
Collections (Thomas Elder, 6/1936). Recent sales include the 
MS64+ PCGS example in the FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2017) 
that realized $70,501. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice example with the well- 
deserved Plus designation.

3167 1908 PR65 PCGS. The year 1908 marked the beginning of the 
Indian Head design type, the first major design change on that 
denomination since 1839. The Mint Director’s Annual Report for 
the fiscal year 1908, stated: 

“The designs for the five dollar and the two and one-half 
dollar gold pieces were prepared by [an] American sculptor, 

Mr. Bela L. Pratt, of Boston. The striking characteristic of 
these coins is that they are executed in intaglio, or, more 
strictly speaking, ‘incused,’ an innovation that is unique in 
coinage. It was adopted upon the suggestion of Dr. William 
Sturgis Bigelow, of Boston, to the President as a plan of 
coinage to get the best results in artistic work and at the 
same time preserve for commercial interests the uniformity 
of the stacking of the pieces.” 

The new design, issued in the unique sunken relief format, 
encouraged the Mint to make another change to normal coinage 
practices: altering the finish of proof coins from polished fields to a 
sandblast texturing similar to that employed on some art and award 
medals. Thus, the 1908 matte proof Indian half eagle is a first of 
American coinage in many ways and today is sought-after both as a 
type coin and as an intriguing element of early 20th century Mint 
experimentation. 

The Gem example offered here is sharp and free of bothersome 
marks. The original olive-gold surfaces yield delicate orange-gold 
undertones that are most attractive.

3168 1909 PR64 PCGS. Proof half eagles of 1909 and 1910 are of 
great interest to gold collectors because of the type of finish used 
in just these two years. Once referred to as the “Roman Finish,” it 
is, visually, a cross between a brilliant and matte proof, giving the 
coin a semibrilliant, satiny appearance with a microgranular texture 
under a loupe. The finish was produced by striking the coins on 
planchets that received no special polishing before coinage, and 
then foregoing the sandblast process that had been performed in 
1908; one could argue the proof finish of the 1909 and 1910 half 
eagles is no finish at all. In the past, these coins have occasionally 
been confused with high-grade circulation strikes, although the 
trained eye will notice a distinct difference in the texture. 

The 1909 also stands out with one of the two lowest mintages 
of the proof Indian half eagle series: 78 coins. PCGS estimates that 
only 40 to 50 pieces survive in all grades today, making this a true 
proof gold rarity. This is a pleasing example for the grade that shows 
only a few light lines in the fields when viewed beneath a loupe. 
The satiny straw-gold surfaces show a trace of pale olive-green 
color.

1854-0 Liberty Double Eagle, XF45 
Low-Mintage Branch Mint Rarity 
Newly Discovered Example 



3192 1854-0 XF45 NGC. Variety 1. The 1854-0 Liberty double eagle is a classic rarity in the American gold series, from a minuscule mintage of 
just 3,250 pieces. The 1854-0 and 1856-0 are the rarest Type One double eagles from the New Orleans Mint, and both are key issues in their 
own right. Traditionally, the 1856-0 has been considered slightly more elusive than the 1854-0, but recent research indicates the two issues are 
virtually tied in terms of absolute rarity. Our latest rosters of known specimens list exactly 24 examples of each date, with a number of additional 
appearances that may, or may not, represent earlier citations of the coins in the main rosters. In terms of high-grade rarity, the 1854-0 is clearly 
more difficult to locate, as the issue is unknown in Mint State grades. PCGS and NGC have combined to certify 33 examples of the 1854-0 
including an unknown number of resubmissions and crossovers (2/18). Heritage Auctions is pleased to present this newly discovered specimen in 
its first identified public offering. 

A substantial number of double eagles were struck at the New Orleans Mint in 1850 and 1851, but the mintage was smaller in 1853, and 
production plummeted in 1854, when the San Francisco Mint opened for coinage operations. The great majority of gold deposits during that 
period came from the rich California gold fields, and it was much cheaper and safer for the miners to transport their gold ore to the new facility at 
San Francisco than to send it on an arduous journey to New Orleans for coinage. Deposits dwindled to a trickle at the Southern mint, and gold 
coinage never reached pre-1854 levels again, before the facility was closed in 1861, after the start of the Civil War. 

Apparently, all the coins from the tiny mintage were released into circulation at the time of issue and none were saved for numismatic 
purposes. There was little interest in collecting large denomination gold coins in the 19th century because the face value of each coin was so high. 
Systematically saving date runs of double eagles was prohibitively expensive for the average collector and the few well-heeled numismatists that 
did collect double eagles were content to update their collections by purchasing gold proof sets from the Philadelphia Mint every year. Interest in 
collecting branch mint issues only became widespread after Augustus Heaton published his seminal treatise on mintmarks in 1893, by which time 
the 1854-0 twenties had been suffering wear and attrition for almost 40 years. Speaking of the rare New Orleans double eagles (1854-0, 1856-0, 
and 1879-0) in his 1893-dated work, Heaton noted: 

“From the very limited use of gold in the greater part of the United States, these pieces are not to be found by simply waiting for them to 
appear in circulation as in the case of silver coin, nor will they form part of the collections that revert to dealers for sale.” 
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Ruling out circulation finds, private purchases from dealers, and public offerings, Heaton concluded the only way to acquire one of these rare 
double eagles was through extensive contacts with bank tellers, Mint personnel who could sift through bullion deposits at the Mint, bullion brokers, 
and similarly placed employees in other financial institutions. His conclusions seem justified, as the 1854-0 was an extremely elusive issue in the 
19th and early 20th century. Most of the great gold collectors of the era, like Lorin G. Parmelee, Virgil Brand, William Woodin, John M. Clapp and 
his son, John H. Clapp, and others, never succeeded in acquiring a specimen of the 1854-0 for their collections. The earliest public offering we 
have been able to locate was the coin in lot 1124 of the Nickerson-Butler-Edwards Collections (Thomas Elder, 12/1933), “1854 New Orleans. 
Don’t believe we ever had it before. It has a sale record of $200. Very fine. Unpriced in Raymond’s book.” It seems likely that only two examples of 
the 1854-0 double eagle were in numismatic hands before the 1930s, the coin in Waldo Newcomer’s collection and the William Cutler Atwater 
specimen. 

Waldo Newcomer purchased Augustus Heaton’s collection around 1918, but Heaton did not collect double eagles himself, so it is unlikely 
Newcomer acquired his coin in this fashion. However, as President of the National Exchange Bank, Chairman of the Board of the Atlantic Trade 
Bank & Trust Company, and CEO of the Baltimore Trust Company, he was certainly well-placed to pursue his collecting interests through financial 
channels, as Heaton suggested. The inventory of his collection lists his coin as Very Fine, with a value of $500 and the notation, “Extremely rare. 
Only other known specimen in the Atwater Collection.” (Thanks to Ron Guth for this information). 

William Cutler Atwater was a wealthy collector from New York City who pursued a career in the coal business. He formed a fabulous collection 
of U.S. coins that was sold by B. Max Mehl in 1946, but he stopped actively collecting around 1923, so he must have acquired his 1854-0 at an 
early date, like Newcomer. 

After the great Gold Recall of 1933, astute financiers, like Louis Eliasberg and Dr. Charles W. Green began collecting gold coins as a means of 
legally investing in gold at a time when most avenues to do so were closed to U.S. citizens. It seems likely that the increased collector demand 
prompted bankers and Mint personnel to ferret out rare gold issues from the massive influx of old gold coinage turned in and sell them to well- 
connected dealers and collectors for a profit during this period. While always remaining elusive, the 1854-0 began appearing with much greater 
frequency in the 1930s and ‘40s (see roster below). Previously unknown examples have surfaced in shipwreck finds and European holdings in recent 
times, as well. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice XF specimen that has been a highlight of an old family collection for many years. It is possible this coin 
first appeared in one of the Additional Auction Appearances listed in the roster below, but we have not been able to trace its history to any previous 
public offering. Completely fresh to the market, this piece displays sharply struck design elements that show only light wear on the devices. 
Although the prongs of the coronet and Liberty’s curls show some blending, the star centers are all complete, with full radials. A diagnostic die lump 
appears on Liberty’s neck, near the largest curl, and the date is small, slanting up to the right. The vivid orange-gold surfaces exhibit the usual 
number of minor abrasions for such a large gold coin that spent some time in circulation, but none are large or unduly distracting. Traces of prooflike 
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reflectivity are evident in sheltered areas around the devices. The overall presentation is most appealing for this classic gold rarity. We expect 
intense competition from series specialists when this lot is called. The 1854-0 Liberty double eagle is listed among the 100 Greatest U.S. Coins.

PLURIBUS UNUM the edge freed up more space, but required 
the use of a tripartite collar. Such a collar had never been used on 
a regular production coin, but had been used on pattern Morgan 
dollars in 1885. The success of these design decisions is readily 
apparent on the bright, satiny surfaces of the present coin. At 
first glance, this example appears to be much finer than the stated 
grade. A loupe reveals the yellow-gold surfaces have taken on a 
number of small, but individually insignificant contact marks on 
each side. The strike details are fully brought up throughout, and 
the eye appeal is excellent.

coins.” Saint-Gaudens had triumphed in his endeavor to combine 
the high relief and classical elegance of ancient Greek coinage 
into designs that were both beautiful and wholly American. At 
one point, after viewing Saint-Gaudens’ early models, President 
Roosevelt wrote in a letter: “Those models are simply immense — 
if such a slang way of talking is permissible in reference to giving a 
modern nation one coinage at least which shall be as good as that 
of the ancient Greeks.” 

The eagle and double eagle designs were the crowning 
achievement of the sculptor, who died in early August 1907, before 
ever seeing his work put into production. Afterward, the double eagle 
design went through several stages of relief reductions before arriving 
at a low-relief version that was suitable for efficient mass coinage but 
was artistically inferior to Saint-Gaudens’ original models. A few 
Ultra High Relief patterns are known of the original concept, but for 
most collectors these are unobtainable. The 12,367 High Relief coins 
struck in late 1907 are realistically the closest to Saint-Gaudens’ 
original models that most collectors can hope to acquire. This Select 
representative is fully struck and luminous with satin honey-gold 
luster.

In Louise Hall Tharp’s 1969 work 
Saint-Gaudens and the Gilded Era she related: 

“Augusta instructed Charles Brewster [her friend and 
attorney] to buy Saint-Gaudens gold coins for her. Very 
shortly, however, he could find “but three more” twenty- 
dollar gold pieces and warned her that there was “a 
premium of $10 on the double eagle.” This time Augusta 
was not asking for advice; she told him to buy all he could, 
especially the high-relief examples. ... Augusta gave her 
coins to members of her family, most probably sold some as 
the price increased - and saved one for display at “Aspet.” 

The special nature of these coins was recognized by those closest 
to their production immediately upon their release, and the High 
Relief twenties were specially struck on hydraulic presses and have 
continued to fascinate collectors and non-collectors alike since 
they were issued in late 1907. 

This exceptional coin was among the first produced, probably in 
the batch struck in November 1907. These pieces showed a ‘fin’ or 
piece of extruded metal, sometimes around both sides of the coin. 
The wire rim on this piece is complete around the obverse, but little 
is seen on the reverse. Each side has lovely, thick satiny mint luster 
that is virtually unaffected by contact mark or grazes. As usually 
seen on High Reliefs, the striking details are complete throughout.

The reason for experimentation with gold dollars (Judd- 
136 to Judd-148) was to provide a larger, more convenient 
diameter for the coins. Gold dollars were small and easily lost, 
and in the early 1850s they represented a substantial amount of 
money for the average worker. Convenience lost out, however, 
to a more practical solution: The amount of silver was reduced 
in most subsidiary coinage in 1853, which returned the silver 
denominations to the channels of commerce rather than going to 
the melting pot. And the gold dollar diameter was increased in 
1854, via the Type Two format. 

It is tempting to call this piece flawless. We can find no technical 
flaws on either side, and obviously NGC thought the same. The 
fields are heavily striated and give each side deep reflectivity. 
By way of contrast, the devices are heavily frosted, which gives 
the piece a cameo effect. For pedigree identification — which is 
important on a gold pattern in such a high grade — there is a small 
lint mark near the reverse rim, to the right of the R in DOLLAR. 
No one will probably ever duplicate the collection of gold patterns 
assembled by Dr. Wilkison, but the ambitious collector today could 
assemble a set of gold dollar patterns. This piece would be the 
cornerstone of such a collection.

3862 1902-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1902-S Morgan dollar 
is available in MS65, but finer examples are scarce and out of 
reach for many collectors. This piece is frosty and nearly brilliant, 
showing a hint of pale champagne toning. Slight strike weakness is 
visible on the eagle’s breast and the hair above Liberty’s ear. NGC

3863 1921-D MS66+ PCGS. CAC. As the only Morgan dollar struck at 
the Denver Mint, the 1921-D has an allure that is exceeded only by 
its whopping mintage, which topped 20 million pieces. Despite the 
huge production, Premium Gem examples are scarce, and the Plus 
designation by PCGS in addition to the CAC endorsement are 
important adjuncts. This example is brilliant, frosted, essentially 
pristine.

3864 1921-S MS65+ PCGS Secure. Silver dollars were struck in great 
quantity at San Francisco in 1921, to back silver certificates and 
help fulfill the requirements of the Pittman Act. The 1921-S is 
thus plentiful in Mint State, but most examples are bagmarked and 
indifferently struck. The present untoned Gem is exceptional, since 
it features vibrant luster, an above average strike, and uncommonly 
unblemished surfaces.

3865 1921-S MS66 NGC. The 1921-S is readily available through near- 
Gem where the two services report over 9,000 pieces. Even Gems 
can be located with some patience. Premium Gems such as the 
present offering are another story. NGC and PCGS have seen 181 
so-graded coins and a solitary piece finer (2/18). 

Strong luster issues from the silver-gray surfaces that are 
impeccably preserved. Moreover, the design elements are crisply 
defined, including all of Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s neck and 
wing feathers.

Liberty’s hair definition is 
outstanding, and the eagle’s plumage is well-defined. A speckling of 
reddish-brown toning makes a brief appearance in the left field of 
both the obverse and reverse, although the coin is visually brilliant 
and frosty with compelling silver luster.

The diameter is that of a large cent, 
and the reverse is similar to the issued 1855 cent. It shows ONE 
CENT at the center surrounded by a circular wreath bound by a 
ribbon. Struck in copper or bronze with a plain edge. Slight, even 
wear over the high points indicates this piece probably circulated 
for a short amount of time. The surfaces are dusky reddish-brown 
with a slight blue accent of color over the highest portions of the 
design.

1863 Two Cent Piece in Bronze 
Judd-312, Iridescent PR65 Red and Brown 


3881 1863 Two Cents, Judd-312, Pollock-377, R.4, PR65 Red and 
Brown PCGS Secure. The designs resemble the issued 1864 Small 
Motto two cent piece, except for several important differences: The 
date is 1863, the motto is GOD OUR TRUST, CENTS is strongly 
curved, and the base of the wreath lacks ribbon ends. Stuck in 
bronze with a plain edge. This is a beautiful coin and the Red and 
Brown designation does not do it justice. It’s not that it is not Red 
and Brown; that part is accurate, but the surfaces display bright 
iridescence that is enlivened by the depth of mirroring in the proof 
fields.

1866. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. This fully struck and 
nicely mirrored near-Gem displays deep golden-brown toning, with 
hints of aquamarine across the reverse field. We note only one 
small spot above the upper arrow shaft.

1882 Liberty Nickel, Struck in Nickel 
Judd-1690, PR64 


3883 1882 Liberty Head Five Cents, Judd-1690, Pollock-1892, R.5, 
PR64 PCGS. A popular precursor to the Liberty nickel. Dated 
1882 instead of 1883, and the stars are arranged differently relative 
to the portrait, particularly star 10. The reverse is identical to the 
issued 1883 No Cents nickel. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. 
An intricately struck and mark-free cream-gray specimen. A few 
tiny flecks are noted near star 1 and the date. NGC ID# 2AKC, 
PCGS# 62095 


GOLD DOLLARS 

3884 1849 No L, D-l, Normal Stars, MS63 PCGS. Lustrous and 
intricately struck with rich orange-red toning. Two widely repunched 
stars below Liberty’s bust are diagnostic for the introductory No L 
variety. For many years, the No L mintage was regarded as 1,000 
pieces, at odds with the number of high-grade survivors. The Guide 
Book no longer reports a separate mintage for the issue.

3885 1849-0 Open Wreath MS63 PCGS. Variety 2. The low

3886 1850-0 MS61 NGC. Variety 1. The 1850-0 has the lowest 
mintage of any New Orleans gold dollar, about one-fourth that of 
the higher priced Type Two 1855-0.

Small marks are scattered but none distract. NGC ID# 25BJ,

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3887 1852-0 MS60 NGC. Variety 1 . This 1852-0 gold dollar claims 
a scarce spot among the Mint State survivors of this New Orleans 
issue. 140,000 pieces were struck, but relatively few examples 
were saved. We note a long, thin scratch on Liberty’s cheek and 
a tiny indent above the head, but no other major marks. As usual, 
the strike is a bit weak on the hair surrounding the face. Orange 
accents surround the raised devices of this honey-gold coin.

3888 1853 MS65 PCGS. This frosted, well-produced Gem represents 
the ideal type coin for a Type One gold dollar. More than 4 million 
pieces were struck, and Mint State examples abound.

Cooperatief U.A. as identified with the applicable licensing information on the title page of the catalog or on 
the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those 
made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those 
in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid:

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate 
only at full increments.

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason 
and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the 
lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent 
private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder 
agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an 
auction conducted by Auctioneer).

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise.
